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Middle income rebate 
hike rejected by 
Senate committee 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A Senate 
committee today formally rejected 
efforts to increase tax rebates for upper 
middle income taxpayers but approved 
billions of dollars in new 1975 cuts 
including a tax rate reduction which will 
mean $40 per year to most persons. 
Moving toward approval of a tax cut 
bill of $30 billion or more, the Senate 
Finance Committee also voted to extend 
slightly a program to forgive up to $2,000 
in tax cuts for those who purchase new, 
used or mobile homes this year. 
Instead of beginning April 1, the 
program 
would 
be 
retroactive 
to 
Thursday, the day the amendment was 
approved. 
The 
committee 
defeated 
0-3 
an 
amendment by Sen. William Roth, R- 
Del, to increase House-passed rebates of 
1974 taxes from a maximum $200 to a 
maximum $500 which would then be 
reduced as income when above $40,000 
Most of this extra break would have 
gone to those making more than $20,000. 
The solid no vote apparently means 
the committee will accept the House 
rebate provision: 10 per cent of 1974 
taxes up to a maximum of $200 and a 
minimum of either $100 or the total tax 
paid if that was less than $100. 
The committee did approve a slight 
reduction 
in 
1975 
tax 
rates. 
An 
amendment Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex., 
would reduce by one percentage point 
the tax rate for the first four income 


categories —up to $4,000 in taxable 
income. 
By reducing the tax base, this would 
mean that everyone making more than 
$4,000 in taxable income (income after 
exemptions and deductions are taken) 
would get an extra $40 per year tax cut. 
Senate Democrats voted unanimously 
Thursday to delay their March 21 Easter 
recess if necessary to send the bill to 
President Ford, and thus to speed 1974 
tax rebates to all taxpayers in May and 
early June. 
The committee voted to increase the 
investment tax credit for business above 
the level voted by the House. The House 
would 
increase 
this 
investment 
incentive from 7 per cent—4 per cent for 
utilities — to 10 per cent, but the Senate 
committee voted to allow companies to 
choose a 12 per cent rate with one 
important string attached 


If the company chose the 12 per cent 
credit, it would have to place the 
proceeds from one of the extra two 
percentage points into an employe stock 
ownership plan. This amendment was

Ford may win aid approval 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford may win Congressional approval 
for emergency military aid to Cambodia 
despite 
recent 
severe setbacks on 
Capitol Hill, administration sources said 
today. 
They said the White House is looking 
to the House Foreign Affairs Committee 
to reverse itself and approve at least 
part of the $222 million Ford has asked 
for Cambodia 
The 
Committee 
voted

to

Thursday against a compromise motion 
to provide $136.5 million in emergency 
military and economic aid to Cambodia 
The vote came after Assistant Secretary 
of State Robert S. Ingersoll testified in 
favor of the compromise —or nothing

sources 
said 
Ingersoll perhaps showed too tough a 
position and the White House, possibly 
using a gentler and more flexible 
position, expected to change two or 
three crucial votes on the committee, 
They added that the House, where 
opposition to the aid is apparently 
tougher than in the Senate, was the key 
to getting congressional approval for the 
Cambodian aid 
The Democratic caucuses in both the 
Senate and House have also voted 
overwhelmingly against any further 
U.S. military aid to Cambodia and 
Vietnam. 
Retired 
Army 
Gen. 
William 
P. 
Westmoreland showed Thursday that he 


has not changed his ideas on Vietnam 
strategy 
Westmoreland, commander of U.S. 
troops during the 1960s and later Army 
chief of staff, emerged from a meeting 
with President Ford Thursday and told 
reporters, “ the culprit in this whole 
thing 
is 
Hanoi,” 
that 
the 
North 
Vietnamese were responsible for heavy 
fighting m both Cambodia and South 
Vietnam. 
“ The 
only 
language 
Hanoi 
understands is the language of force and 
1 think it’s too bad that we couldn’t again 
mine Haiphong Harbor and that the 
President doesn’t have authority to use 
tactical air and B52 strikes to hit the 
Communist supply lines .’’ 


This statement could be compared 
with one Westmoreland made in April. 
1967. to President Lyndon B Johnson — 
“ I am frankly dismayed at even the 
thought of stopping the bombing” of 
Hanoi. A June. 1967, analysis by CIA 
Director Richard 
Helms said that 
bombing would not reduce the flow of 
men and supplies enough “ to decrease 
Hanoi’s determination to persist in the 
war " 
Westmoreland was asked Thursday 
about congressional opposition to Ford s 
emergency requests for $300 million in 
aid to South Vietnam and $222 million 
for Cambodia 
“ We seem to be punishing our friends 
while rewarding our enemies, he said 


Bangkok to fly French and West 
European nationals out of Phnom Penh 
Saturday. 
U.S.-chartered DC8 cargo jets flying 
from Saigon made 11 trips into the 
battered airport today carrying 472 tons 
of rice and 46 tons of kerosene fuel, and 
a U.S. spokesman said a DC8 damaged 
by shrapnel last week was expected to 
be flight tested Saturday and then join 
the other three chartered DC8s moving 
supplies to Cambodia. 
The airlift was halted Thursday when 
more 
than 90 
tons 
of 
stockpiled 
ammunition was destroyed by a Com­ 
munist-made rocket Thursday at the 
airport before it could be air dropped to 
hard-pressed 
government 
troops 
elsewhere in Cambodia. 
Government troops south of Phnom 
Penh have been attempting to penetrate 
the rebel rocket belt and push back 
gunners who threaten to shut down the 
airlift and the Cambodian capital’s only 
supply lifeline but no progress was 
reported. 
Military sources said the situation in 
the 
isolated 
Mekong 
River 
ferry 
crossing town of Neak Luong 35 miles 
southeast of the capital was viewed as 
“ very critical.” It has been under siege 
for weeks by Communist-led insurgents 
who closed the Mekong to traffic. The 
town has been hit by 2,000 rounds of 
artillery and rocket fire in two days and 
hundreds of wounded civilians were 
awaiting evacuation to Phnom Penh’s 
already jammed hospitals.

He talks like a machinegun sounds. 
Wherever he goes, he walks at a quick 
pace. He is usually seen carrying a large 
group of rolled-up blueprints under his 
arm, if he is not in his company 
automobile surveying the growth of 
Vandenberg Village. 
His name is William C. Ebbert, 
project manager of Vandenberg Village 
Development Company (VVDC). 
Bill, as he is known, is a busy and 
exuberant man who today predicts that 
the population of Vandenberg Village 
will jump from the present 6,000 to 
12,000 in 
the 
next 
10 years. 
His 
predictions are not to be taken lightly. 
Associated with VVDC, a subsidiary 
of the Utah International Inc., almost 
since its beginning in 1959, Ebbert has 
watched and helped guide the Village 
construction 
of 
1,743 
living 
units 
(homes, cluster homes, apartments and 
condominiums); a shopping center, an 
18-hole golf course; country club; high 
school; 
two 
elementary 
schools, 
commercial 
office 
building 
and 
professional center, not to mention the 
many miles of streets and sidewalks. 
And the activity continues. 
Twenty-seven 
homes 
and 
cluster 
homes, 
valued 
at 
$1,200,000, 
are 
currently 
under 
construction 
in 
Vandenberg Village, and 47 cluster 
home lots, valued in excess of a half 
million dollars, are being developed. In 
addition, three sub-division plans of 189 
lots are before the Santa Barbara 
County 
Planning 
Commission 
for 
approval. 
Continuing, plot work has commenced 
on the construction of a 20,000 square 
foot roller skating center, a $350,000 
building project being funded by 75 local 
investors 
and 
the 
Small 
Business 
Administration. 
“ The roller rink project is important 
to note,” 
Ebbert stated. 
“ It 
lets 
everyone know that local people are 
investing in their own community.” 
And that’s not all of the projects on the 
boards. 
The building of a branch library will 
start soon adjacent to the present 
Security Pacific Bank and the VVDC 
office. The County has purchased the 
land and will pay the building costs. 
“ It used to be all talk,” Ebbert 
commented. “ Now it’s really for real.” 
He held up a copy of the County 
purchase agreement from his busy desk.

hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
Ebbert today can’t say enough about 
the integrity of Utah International, Inc.

streets, developing jack rabbit infested 
lots and planting underground utilities. 
“ Under the the first project manager, 
the late Tom Mackie, they also built a 
shopping center when there were only 
100 homes, and a country club when 
there were only 300 homes in the 
Village,” Ebbert declared 
Vandenberg Village is and always 
has been developed in two phases.

Currently, only one builder is doing 
the on-going construction — Ebbert’s 
Homes.

Ebbert claims that in the past 90 days, 
demand 
for homes 
in Vandenberg 
Village has been greater than the 
supply. Only one house now under 
construction has not been sold. 
“ There is a short supply of homes all 
over and not many people are moving,” 
he explained. “ Consequently, not many 
houses are for sale.” 
Ebbert 
smiles today but he can 
remember dreadful slack times when he 
didn’t smile. 
In the middle 1960s, approximately 
2,000 homes were built in the Lompoc, 
Vandenberg Village and Santa Maria 
areas which remained vacant. 
“ It took six years to absorb those 
houses," Ebbert said “ That was tough, 
boy.”

Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn.,

Revenue Service ruling and 
will pay back taxes on the 
nearly $200,000 he deducted for 
giving away his vice presi­ 
dential papers. 
Humphrey announced Thurs­ 
day he would not appeal an IRS 
auditor's ruling that disallowed 
the deductions. 
He had deducted $199,153 
from his federal income tax for 
donating the papers to the 
Minnesota Historical Society. 
The former vice president 
will have to pay taxes on the 
disallowed deductions —taken 
between 1969 and 1972 —plus 6 
per cent interest payments. 
Humphrey has not received a 
bill from the IRS, and a 
spokesman said: “ I can’t even 
give you a ballpark figure" on 
the amount he must pay. 
Humphrey’s 
writeoff 
was 
invalidated because of a ruling 
that disallows deductions for do­ 
nations that impose restric­ 
tions. 
In a statement, Humphrey 
said “ restrictions on access 
were necessary for a period, 
simply because these papers 
contain personal correspond­ 
ence with heads of state, 
classified information as de­ 
fined by federal law, and 
certain other personal and 
confidential documents.” 
Humphrey has a contract 
with the Minnesota Historical 
Society which restricts public 
access to the papers for 25 
years 
from

agreement was signed in 1966 
—midway through Humphrey’s 
vice presidential term.

$6.4 billion profit 
for oil firms seen 


WASHINGTON (U P I)-T h e 
major U.S. oil companies will 
reap a minimum of $6 4 billion 
in profits this year —mostly 
from price increases. Two 
opponents of the oil depletion 
allowance say these figures 
refute 
argum ents 
that 
eliminating the tax break will 
reduce incentives to increase 
production. 
Sens. Edward M Kennedy. 
D-Mass., and Ernest F. Hol- 
lings, 
D-S.G., 
Thursday 
released a Library of Congress 
study containing the figures. 
It said 
that out of the 
estimated $6.4 billion in oil 
company profits, $4 billion was 
attributed to price rises while 
$2.4 billion was the result of tax 
breaks resulting from the oil 
depletion allowance. 
The senators said profits 
may be substantially higher. 
The 
Library 
of 
Congress 
estimate was based on an 
assumption that the big oil 
companies pay corporate taxes 
at the rate of 48 per cent. 
In fact, Kennedy and Holhngs 


said, some estimates of the oil 
companies taxes are as low as 5 
or 6 per cent. Assuming a tax 
rate of 25 per cent, profits this 
year would be $8 2 billion for 
price hikes and $10.6 billion if 
the depletion allowance were 
included. 
Kennedy. Hollings and Sen. 
Warren Magnuson, D-Wash., 
will lead the fight next week on 
the Senate floor to end the 
controversial tax break that 
permits 
oil 
companies 
to 
deduct 22 per cent of their 
income from wells from their 
taxable income. 
The battle will come when 
the Senate considers a bill to 
provide tax rebates to over­ 
come recession. In its version 
of the tax bill, the House by a 
large margin approved an end 
to the depletion allowance. A 
Senate filibuster is anticipated 
on the proposal. 
“The major oil companies 
are experiencing these extraor­ 
dinary windfall profits even 
without the depletion allowan­ 
ce,” Kennedy said.

The action followed a warn­ 
ing last week from Controller 
Ken Cory that the state would 
run out of money for the 
refunds by this Saturday and 
have to stop making ou income 
tax 
refund checks for all 
Californians 
The measure transfers from 
one state account to another a 
total of $60 million for the 
renter credits. This year’s 
budget contained an original 
appropriation of $45 million for 
the renter benefits, not enough 
to cover the demand. 
Voting against the proposal 
were Republican Sens. H. L. 
Richardson of Arcadia, an 
outspoken fiscal conservative, 
and James Whetmore of Buena 
Park, 
who complained the 
refund system was a “ redistri­ 
bution of wealth, and some of 
us don’t like that.” 
The refunds, enacted in 1972, 
are designed to give renters 
credit for the property tax they 
pay through their landlords. 
The refund amounts range 
from $25 to $45, depending on a 
renter’s income.

accounts. 
Later, in a regular weekly 
report, the Federal Reserve of 
New York said the nation’s 
money supply continued to 
decline, falling 0.1 per cent to a 
four-week average of $284 4 
billion 
Critics of the Fed claim that 
the Fed has not tried hard 
enough to pump money into the 
nation's sagging economy and 
that its failure to meet even its 
own goals has prolonged the 
recession and made it more 
severe. 


The money supply, many 
economists say, needs to be 
increased faster to make more 
money available for business 
expansion, which would create 
jobs and help spur economic 
recovery. 


Burns told the Senate com­

Kent said statewide enroll­ 
ment, which now stands at 
about 4.5 million, declined this 
year by 1.6 per cent over last 
year 
and 
is 
expected 
to 
continue at least until 1980 and 
perhaps longer. 
As an example, he said a 
school district receiving $1,500 
in state aid for each student 
could 
lose 20 students, 
or 
$30,000. But a ratio of one staff 
member to 20 students would 
permit

reduction, a savings of $15,000. 
The commission proposed 
that districts be permitted to 
request waivers of existing 
employment laws on a year-by- 
year basis to adopt a plan for 
staff cutbacks if a “financial 
necessity” exists that cannot 
be met some other way.

'Iffy7 road 


It looks like an “iffy” road 
ahead for the city of Lompoc 
and other member cities of 
the 
Northern 
California 
Power Agency 
(NCPA) 
in 
their efforts to get into the 
electric 
power 
generation 
business. 


The city of Lompoc this 
week agreed to lay between 
$120,000 and $172,000 on the 
line toward a “development’ 
fund of the NCPA. It is a big 
piece of money and we are 
terribly perplexed over the 
fact that for the past many, 
many months, citizens have 
been 
plagued 
with 
rate 
increases and yet, somehow, 
somewhere, we are able to 
find $120,000 to $172,000 for 
this venture at this time from 
the city electrical fund. 


Nevertheless 
the amount 
represents approximately 3.14 
per cent of a total $5.5 million 
development fund hopefully to 
be raised by the 10 other 
member cities of the Agency. 


It is not clearly spelled out 
just what this money will 
a c c o m p l i s h 
t o w a r d s 
“development” of 
power 
generation. 
It 
is 
known, 
however, 
that 
following 
“development,” cities 
will 
certainly be forced to pass 
revenue bonds in order to 
actually get into the power 
generation and transmission 
business. 
But 
that, 
we 
assume, is a long ways down 
the road. 
In principle, attempting to 
get into the power generation 
business is a good principle 
assuming 
that 
it 
can 
be 
accomplished at a lower cost 
to taxpayers and consumers 
than the present generation 
received from Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company. 
We feel strongly, however, 
that careful study is vital in 
this venture for the initial 
costs 
are 
going 
to 
be 
exceedingly 
high 
and 
the 
chances for 
100 per cent 
success are far from proven.

Accordingly, the Phoenix has protested

append Buckley’s past CIA affiliation to 
his column, which appears regularly in 
the Globe. Wyman intends to consult 
with other Globe editors ... The Globe 
may finally be on to him.” 


If so, it would indeed have taken the 
Globe a very long time, since it began 
publishing me in 1962, and my CIA 
involvement, a 25-year-old friendship 
with Howard Hunt is, among newspaper 
readers, as well known as that Coca 
Cola is the pause that refreshes. But one 
pauses to wonder what is the planted 
axiom in the position taken by the 
Boston Phoenix? 


It is true that I was in the CIA. I joined 
in July, 1951, and left in April, 1952. Now 
the assumption, not always stated, is 
that obviously anybody who was ever a 
member of an organization, defends that 
organization. But one wonders: why 
should this be held to be true? The most 
prominent critics of the CIA are in fact 
former members of it.

Grade inflation 


Hardly a day passes when the Lompoc 
Record doesn’t receive a computer 
print-out 
from 
some 
college 
or 
university telling us of local students 
who have gained the “Dean’s List” or 
“President’s List,” depending on the 
college or university. 
Well, either college 
students are smarter 
than they used to be or 
th ere 
are 
other 
reasons, but at least 
one college has now 
a b o lis h e d 
th e 
traditional 
D ean’s 
List because, as they 
state, it is no longer 
an 
in d ic a to r 
of 
academic excellence 
To some, such a state­ 
ment 
is 
downright 
academic heresy. 
The school, however, is Dickinson 
College in Carlisle, Pa., where in the 
semester just ended more than 500 
students out of a student body of 1,600 
had a grade average high enough to 
qualify for the Dean’s List. 
“With that many people on it,” said 
the Dean, George J. Allan, “We didn’t 
feel it was an honor. So we have 
eliminated it.” 
We read the other day that “grade 
inflation” is a phenomenon on other 
campuses in the nation. For example, at 
Dartmouth last spring, 41.1 per cent of 
the grades 
received by graduating 
seniors were A and another 40 per cent 
were B. At Amherst, more than 85 per 
cent of all grades are either A or B and 
at Vassar it’s 81 per cent. 
In an article in a recent issue of the 
Chronicle 
of 
Higher 
Education, 
California State College English teacher 
Edward M. 
White complained: 
A 
cynical account of the general grading 
practice today would describe the C as 
an indication of attendance, the B as 
attendance with some work done and the 
A grade as attendance with work done 
on time.” 
But while some faculty members 
agree that increased leniency in grading 
may be one of the reasons for the trend, 
they argue that higher grades also 
reflect 
more 
effective 
teaching 
methods, 
intense 
competition 
for 
placement in graduate schools and the 
fact that students are working harder. 


Put it all together and you have the 
reason 
for 
the 
“grade 
inflation” 
phenomenon in the nation. 


THOUGHTS WHILE SHAVING 
It seems as if it were just the other 
week that we were elbow deep in butter 
and salt in the corn booth of the Press 
Club at the Flower Festival and then we 
read last week where the 1975 Flower 
Festival committee is seeking queen 
candidates for this year. How time does 
fly ... The condition of some U.S. flags 
that are flying in the city of Lompoc is 
pretty deplorable. Those flying flags 
daily should do an inspection of the 
banners today and see if they are tom 
and ragged or need cleaning ... Getting 
money pledges to do certain feats and 
giving the money to charity has become 
quite a popular fund-raising activity not 
only here but elsewhere. We have had 
dance-a-thons, 
bike-a-thons, 
walk-a- 
thons and we understand that now we 
can expect a “type-a-thon.” Students in 
a typing class will secure sponsors who 
will pay, we understand, for so many 
words typed without an error. Sounds 
interesting ... The recent rains, or 
should we say deluges, have put a crimp 
in our plans to lay out a vegetable 
garden Where we live, it takes about 
three months for the adobe to dry out. 


I attended Yale University for four 
years. Is it the position of the Boston 
Phoenix that, therefore, everything I 
write about Yale is presumptively 
suspect, because as a Yale graduate I 
am obviously pro-Yale? But it happens 
that shortly before entering the CIA I 
wrote a book very critical of Yale. And, 
as a matter of fact, I have in recent 
years written critically about Yale on a 
dozen occasions. So consistently, indeed, 
that Miss Wyman may feel impelled to 
identify me, at the end of every column I 
write about Yale, in some such way as: 
“Mr Buckley, a graduate of Yale, is, as 
one would expect, a critic of that 
university.” 
I am a Roman Catholic, and have 
written, oh, twenty columns in the last 
ten years critical of developments 
within the Catholic Church Should I be 
identified as a Roman Catholic? 
I like, roughly, in the order described, 
1) God, 2) my family, 3) my country, 4) 
J.S. Bach, 5) peanut butter, and 6) good 
English prose. Should these biases be 
identified when I write about, say, 
Satan, divorce, Czechoslovakia, Chopin, 
marmalade, 
and 
New York Times 
editorials? 
I wonder if Miss Wyman is being 
asked, implicitly, to label the religious, 
or 
ethnic 
backgrounds, 
of 
her 
columnists? “Mr. Joseph Kraft, who 
writes today on Israel, is a Jew .” That 
would presumably please the editors of 
the Boston Phoenix. Or, “Mrs. William 
Raspberry, who writes today about civil 
rights in the South, is black " Or how 
about: “Mr. John Roche, who writes 
today 
in 
favor of 
federal 
aid 
to 
education, receives a salary from Tufts 
whose income depends substantially on 
federal grants.” 
Pete Hamill, who laughed his head off 
a few years ago at the hallucinations of 
Robert Welch, asks in the Village Voice . 
“Is Bill Buckley still a member of CIA? 
Have any of Buckley’s many foreign 
travels been paid for by CIA?” One 
columnist recently wrote that National 
Review’s defense of the CIA, and my 
own friendship for Mr. Howard Hunt, 
might suggest that the CIA had indeed 
put up money for National Review over 
the years, though he conceded that if 
that were the case, the CIA was indeed a 
stingy organization — Mr. Garry Wills 
knows, at first hand, something of the 
indigence of that journal. Unfortunately 
Mr. Wills is the exact complement of 
Mr. Revilo Oliver, who was booted out 
of the John Birch Society for excessive 
cookiness sometime after he revealed 
that JFK’s funeral had been carefully 
rehearsed. Both are classics professors 
by background. Perhaps one should 
identify 
anyone 
who 
writes 
about 
politics and is also a classics professor 
as being that? The Boston Phoenix and 
Miss Wyman should ponder that one.

Open 
records 


“As great as the need for openness in 
government, we still find public officials 
who want to transact the public’s 
business in private,” Senator George 
Moscone 
told 
California 
publishers 
convened in San Francisco. 
Moscone 
has 
emerged 
as 
the 
Legislature's foremost advocate of a 
free flow of information which he said 
“isn’t just for catching thieves in the act 
of thievery, but for better informing the 
American people about what is going on 
around them.” 
The First Amendment, he said, “ is 
there expressly for the purpose of 
making government and its officials 
open to the scrutiny of the press and the 
public.” 
Moscone’s interest in laws to insure 
that public business is conducted in full 
view isn’t new found He has authored 
bills in the past aimed at closing 
loopholes in existing laws which have 
allowed 
closed 
meetings 
and 
the 
withholding of public records. Last 
session he sponsored a series of bills 
which drew strong objections from 
bureaucrats and vested interests 
His appearance at the publishers 
convention 
was 
to 
enlist 
editorial 
support from the newspapers for two 
measures, SB 1 and SB 2, which he is 
pushing this year 
“The contest to open the doors of 
government is going to be a tough one,” 
he told the newsmen “I invite your 
editorial support for a new reign of 
openness in government.” 
He made it clear that his efforts were 
not 
self-serving, 
a 
case 
of 
the 
Legislature 
assuming a posture of 
openness 
for 
other 
levels 
while 
maintaining 
secrecy 
in 
its 
own 
operations. 
"There 
is nothing like 
starting right at the doorstep of the 
Legislature in making certain that all 
conference committees can have the 
benefit of the press and the attendance 
of the public.” Actually, the Legislature 
has been a model of openness in the 
conduct of its business compared to 
many other state agencies. 
Moscone turned his guns specifically 
on one state agency which has been the 
subject 
of 
severe 
criticism 
His 
measures would require all rate setting 
hearings 
of 
the 
Public 
Utilities 
Commission to be open. He also zinged 
in on the practice of state and local 
agencies to negate open meeting laws by 
failing to give advance notice of their 
agendas 
Other provisions seek to eliminate 
loopholes and ambiguities and repeal 
special privilege exemptions. 
But the most important proposal of 
the Moscone package is that which 
would give the public the means to 
enforce their rights for access to 
records. It provides for the payment of 
reasonable attorney fees and court costs 
to a citizen by a public agency when 
records have been wrongfully withheld. 
As Moscone has recognized, public 
records laws become meaningless if the 
means by which a citizen can enforce 
his right to view such records are not 
also provided. 
Under existing laws few citizens have 
the money or the motivation to pursue 
the right to inspect a public record when 
it is arbitrarily denied by an official. 
These rights can be completely blocked 
by a public agency through costly and 
delaying litigation 
While 
his 
proposals 
have 
been 
endorsed by the California Newspaper 
Publishers Association, he made it 
known the measures are faced with 
strong opposition and will have little 
chance without active editorial support. 
“We will hear all kinds of screams and 
protests 
about 
intruding 
on 
their 
rights,” he said “Actually, the special 
interests and bureaucrats are intruding 
on our rights by locking the file 
drawers.”
